Hon. Newton Wooing Rowell, K.C. 
is quite optimistic of Canada’s fu¬ 
ture. In a speech the other day in 
deploring the fact that in time of 
prosperity all were boosters for the 
country, but in times of depression 
it was surprising how many pessi¬ 
mists appear on the scene, he said: 
"In the next 1IMI years the world's 
population would probably reach 
'5,000,000,000 with a consequent in¬ 
creased demand for food, for which 
Canada must be the main source. 
Canadian power development could 
be increased eight times. Canadian 
coal constituted about one sixth of 
the known reserves of the world. 
Canada was also abundantly supplied 
with raw materials such as nickel, 
zinc, copper and wood. Canada on 
the shortest route to the Orient 
would become of increasing import- 
nee both to Europe and Alia. 

The British government will pay 
compensation to the dependents of 
victims of the crash of RlOt. The 
pensions will vary from HR) with 
a gratuity of 450 pounds, plus 24 
pounds unnually on account of each 
child, to pensions of 22 shillings 
weekly, plus 6 shillings weekly for 
each child.

M. H. Halton writing in the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald, describes a visit to 
Northern France and Southern Bel¬ 
gium in 1930. Twelve years ago, the 
/ace of this country on a 300 mile 
front from Switzerland to the sea 
was honeycombed with trenches, pit¬ 
ted with shell holes and tangled with 
barbed wire. Towns and villages had 
been blown to fragments and in pla¬ 
ces every tree was shattered. 

Yet today there are only two pla¬ 
ces where the remains of these 
trenches can be seen. One is at Vlmy 
Ridge, the other at the slope of Hill 
62. 

That desolated waste of 1918 is al¬ 
most as pleasant as it ever was, alive 
with village people, and livestock. 
Amongst the young trees of Sanc¬ 
tuary Wood the dead trunks of war- 
shattered trees still rear themselves. 
In the wood may still be found the 
remains of men, rifles, helmets, gren¬ 
ades and other implements of war. 
But with these things excepted the 
Ypres Salient blossoms as a garden. 

The aftermath of the war took u 
heavier toll of Belgian lives than the 
war itself, and for years afterward, 
people were killed by careless mov¬ 
ing of grenades. 

A great memorial to Canada's dead 
stands at the crest of Hill 62. From 
there, there is an unrivalled view of 
utmost all the famous war site* 
which wrote Canada's name in the 
hall of war fame. 

Within five miles of Ypres are 
those points which we watched so 
anxiously in war year*—St. Julien. 
langemnrck, Hooge, Foelcapelle, 
Passchendael, Hill 60. HiU 62. Sane

4. Provided that in any week in 
which a holiday occurs shops shall 
not be required to close on Wednes¬ 
day of such week until six (6) 
o’clock in the evening. 

6. This by-law shall be subject t<> 
the limitations on the powers of the 
Council imposed by the said "Early 
Closing Act” and to the exception* 
mentioned in the said Act and the 
schedule thereto and the regulation* 
made in pursuance thereof. 

6. This by-law shall be subject to 
the limitations imposed by sub-sec¬ 
tions 3, 4, 5 and 6 of section 168 of 
"The Town Act" 1927 in the same 
manner to all intents and purpoaes 
as if this by-law had been passed and 
exclusively in accordance with the 
provisions of the said section 168 of 
the said "Town Act." 

NOTICE is hereby further given 
that objections to the petition pre¬ 
sented to the council praying for the 
passing of such by-law on the ground 
that such petition is insufficiently 
signed or otherwise affecting the val¬ 
idity or sufficiency thereof must be 
filed with A. J. Flood, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Town of Vulcan on 
or before the 29th day of November 
1930, ami that if no such objections 
are filed before the said date the 
council will forthwith proceed to 
pass the said cloaing by-law.

351.5 bushels to pay for the article 
that took 231 bushels in 1926, or 194 
bushels in 1914. 

There is no doubt that this defla¬ 
tion of value in wheat, compared 
with which the farmer must work to 
raise the wheat, have a great deal to 
do with commercial depression. 

What the farmer has to buy has 
fallen in price very little if any, and 
what he has to buy with has been 
more than halved. 

While It would seem unlikely that 
the government would guarantee any 
fixed price, *uch xs $1.16 a bushel, 
yet undoubtedly some proportion 
must be reached between wheat and 
other commodities before there can 
lie any rent purchasing power from 
agriculture. For after all, Canada's 
greatest purchasing power still comes 
from the farms. If farm Income is 
cut in two, it is hard to see how oth¬ 
er industries will have any occasion 
to increase production. 

The financial institutions and the 
government* will be obliged to make 
tome acknowledgment of this condi¬ 
tion and to make some move tbward 
re-adjustment, before the country 
will feel nn> warmth of prosperity.

THE FAMILY TREES 


({nestions Asked by Western Farm¬ 
er* and Gardeners, Answered 
by Forestry Department 

Q— Is it advisable to prune tree* 
.n a shelter belt? I would like t« 
make a grove where one can walk 
• round through the trees, have n 
•wing, or maybe an outdoor living 
room. 

A.—No, pruning would defeat the 
purpose of the shelter belt which i* j 
there to give protection. The thick¬ 
er the growth and the denser the fol- 
age the more the desired effect is 
jbtained. If you want u grove of 
pruned trees, and room is available, 
make this inside the shelter belt, us¬ 
ing trees which udapt thrmaelvea to 
this purpose, such as ash and elm. 
These can be pruned up from the 
ground, and In a few years will form 
Nprcading heads, under which you 
nn develop whnt you have in mind. 

Q—What is the best time to trim 
a caragana hedge ? 

A.—A caragnnn hedge may with 
perfect safety be trimmed at any 
time during the season. Where a 
,ow Co pact hedge is desired, it is 
often i »und necessary lo trim the 
«hrobH four or five times during the 
growing season. The carngann, how¬ 
ever, usually grows so strongly that

tuary Wood, 
is the spot where Princess l'ats sav¬ 
ed the day in the first gas attack. 
Farther down is St. Julien when 
10,000 Canadians lie in one grave. In 
the direction of France behind Hill 
60 lies the valley through which the 
Germans streamed unendingly in 
1914. 

These few square miles were won 
and lost inch by inch three times in 
four years, at a cost of 600,000 
young Germans and British. Half a 
million lives for 26 square miles—a 
"little war’’ that drew the world into 
its coil. 

On the side of Hill 62, a little piece 
of land has been preserved, to give 
visitors an indication of the havoc of 
war. It is so forlorn as to beggar dr 
acription, but would have a salutary 
effect on anyone who thought of war 
ns glamorous and romantic. 

But in the bright sunlight of a 
happy afternoon, aside from this, 
horrors on Hill 62, the whole country 
side now bosks in a state of benuti- 
, ful vigorous life. 


NEW POLICY LIKELY 


Mini*ter of Agriculture Will Revise 
Policy of His Department 


The agricultural conference called 
by Hon. Robt. Weir to be hrld In Ot¬ 
tawa, November 17 and 18, will make 
a determined effort on the part of 
the federal and provincial ministers 
to lay down a policy whereby the 
quality of agriculture produce and 
stock will lie improved, waste elimin¬ 
ated and production increased. 

The meeting will lie of the utmost 
importance to Canada’s farmers who 
are feeling the general depression of 
the present lime. .Major Weir, noted 
as one of the west's most successful 
farmers, has for some time been 
workingylopg frqurs on the proposal* 
he will place before the ministerial 
conference. 

It is reported the Dominion minis¬ 
ter is considering revision of the pol¬ 
icy of his department with respect 
to experimental farms. Rather than 
being fully experimental as their 
lesignation would imply, the farms 
at present are largely used for dem¬ 
onstration purposes. Major Weir Is 
anxious to bring home to the farmers 
how advanced method* will assist 
them and, it l* understood, he will 
seek to make the government con¬ 
trolled farms more experimental In 
policy.
